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CLASS  TRIP    -  1952 


On  the  bright  and  sunny  morning  of  Saturday,  April  12,  the 
Senior  Class  gathered  at  the  High  School  to  start  on  the  first 
leg  of  its  trip  to  Washington, 

Our  unsuspecting  chaperones  Miss  Grace  Klernan  and  Mr,  James 
Blount  were  busy  counting  noses  and  packing  both  students  and 
luggage  into  private  cars  for  the  ride  to  Providence,    We  met  the 
nine  o'clock  train,  and  then  said  good-bye  to  our  parents,  our 
friends,  and  all  that  was  Norton  and  country  style  for  six  whole 
days. 

We  arrived  in  New  York  City  at  Grand  Central  Station  and 
immediately  were  transferred  to  the  Taft  Hotel,    After  a  hurried 
lunch  in  an  automat,  off  Times  Square,  we  started  the  first  of 
our  many  tours.

evening  was  spent  at  Radio  City  Music  Hall  where  we  saw  Gene 
Kelly* s  latest  musical,  "Singing  in  the  Rain",  and  the  never  to 
be  forgotten  Easter  Pageant  as  staged  by  the  famous  Rockettes. 

Easter  Sunday  morning  found  us  attending  services  at  either 
St,  John  The  Divine's  or  St,  Patrick's  and  then  taking  in  the 
Easter  Parade  on  Fifth  Avenue, 

At  1  P,  M,  we  left  New  York  City  and  crossed  the  Hudson 
River  by  ferry  to  Jersey  City,    On  the  trip  across  the  Hudson 
we  had  good  views  of  the  New  York  Sky  Line,  Statue  of  Liberty, 
and  the  Queen  Elizabeth  which  was  docking.    We  boarded  the  train 
for  Baltimore  and  arrived  in  that  city  at  5  M, 

After  a  brief  sight-seeing  tour  of  Baltimore,  we  ate  dinner 
at  the  Hotel  Stafford  and  continued  on  our  way  to  Washington, 
With  us  on  this  trip  and  for  the  remainder  of  our  stay  in  Washing- 
ton were  our  always  tardy  friends  from  Grafton  High  and  Bill,  th^ 
best  bus  driver  in  the  world.     In  Washington,  our  home  was  to  be 
the  Hamilton  Hotel,     Sunday  evening  was  spent  mostly  unpacking
